A search of the shack was made
to find evidence If the man had rela-
tives to bhe notifled. A large
of leters were found, some of which
were dated as far back as 1876 and
none of them hore o recent date, All
of them were written In Danish and
were translated by Mr. Jensen of the
Harcourt & Jensen store. They dis-
closed that he had & brother in
Gove, Kanaas and other relatives at
that place, One of them showed that
he had a brother in Wheaton Il 111, in
1911 who was a train dispatcher. Ho
also has.a uncle in Australia who had
written asking him to come there,

ahout eight years ago and settled on
a clajm. He had continued to live
there alone singe that time and lived
almost In poverty, His house was a
small shack nbout ten by sixteen feot
and contained very little furniture.
What furniture it contained was
mostly home made and consisted of
